Ship-Owners | merchant marine shall be reached by 
Congress, it is certain that every phase of 

and the proposition will have received liberal 

} attention. This is well. The more general 
Ship Subsidy - the discussion the more enlightened is the 
public likely to become with regard to a 

matter that 1s of the highest importance to 

the nation. As indicating the wide extent 

of the interest taken in the proposition, which will come before the 


next session of Congress, with the advance approval of the: 


President, it might be said that the discussion not only ranges over 
every phase of the subject of bounties but over every part of the 
country, from New York to San Francisco, from Portland, Ore., 
to Jacksonville, Fla. In fact, the Times-Union of the latter city is 
among the latest to throw a new hght on the question. It points 
out the error of those who think “that the ship subsidy. proposition 
is made in the interest of the American ship-owners.”” Though 
the bounty would be paid to the ship-owners, it-is contended that it 
would find its way at once into the pockets of the American -ship- 
builders, “the only class that such a law is intended to benefit.’ 

It is held here that the ship-owners could not enjoy the benefits 
of the bounty without buying their ships from American builders. 
While the bounty would be paid to the owners of the ships it would 
not be paid for American-owned ships, but for American-built ships. 
“The ship-builders would still have the American ship-owners by 
the throat, for the ship-owners would be compelled to ‘buy ships 
from them, and pay whatever prices they may see fit to charge.” 

Admitting the truthfulness of the figures—and they are 
inpressive, showing the decline and decay of the American merchant 
marine and American ship-building, showing that if there ever 
was need of a prompt and heroic remedy it is in this case—the 
Times-Union, however, will not be reconciled to a proposal that aims 
not only to make the business of sailing but the business of building 
American ships worth while. 

We have theorized over this question for the last forty years. 
In the meantime the American flag has all but disappeared from 
the sea. Is it not time, at least, to try something practical? Even if 
what we do must be amended later so that it may be made effectual, 
it will be better than doing nothing.

Not only in this country but in England the eres 
conditions are unfavorable to the cotton goods manufacturer. The 
New York Journal of Commerce recently contained a despatch from 
Manchester that represented the situation there to be even worse 
than it 1s in our cotton mill centers. 

Reports issued by thirty limited cotton-spinning companies 
carrying on operations in the Oldham, Manchester and Bolton 
districts, the despatch said, show losses amounting in the aggregate 
to $100,000 on the past year’s working. Close upon 20,000,000 
spindles and 10,000 looms are either stopped or only partially 
running in southeast Lancashire alone. Other facts are added 
having a tendency to show a crisis in the cotton trade. 

In the face of all this, there is the fact of a general revival of 
good times in this country, the effect of which will soon be favorably 
felt the world over. This will mean greater consumption, and 
cotton goods will be included in the increased demand, as they are 
already at home.. It will not take long for the surplus to disappear, 
and when it disappears it will not require long for the manufac- 
turers to adjust prices to the advanced quotations for raw cotton, 

The Atlanta Constitution, which usually speaks with authority 
“on questions of this character, assures the mill operators, South and 
North and foreign, that whatever else may happen the price of this 
season s cotton crop is not going any lower than the present market. 
This is a: hint to the manufacturers not to build their calculations 
for the future on the hope of cheaper raw material, but, rather, to 
mgke their contracts so that they may earn a profit on the basis of 
the advanced price of the staple. 


Four proposed amendments to the New 
York constitution will be passed upon by 
the voters of that state tomorrow. The 
first prevides that each justice of the 
supreme court shall receive a salary of 
$10,000 a year. It also provides that 
justices assigned to certain of the appellate 
divisions shall receive extra compensation. 
There appears to be no opposition in any

tion to the judges. What is objected to, however, is that in this 
matter an attempt is being made to establish constitutionally some- 
thing that should be fixed by law. 

The second amendment provides that the Legislature may from 
time to time alter the rate of interest to be paid upon any state debt. 
This is intended to meet the varying conditions of the money market, 
as private borrowers meet it. For instance, it was found impossible 
to sell canal bonds at three per cent in the months following the 
panic of 1907. Public works may be seriously interfered with 
under the present inflexible system. The amendment meets with 
favor among financiers. The third amendment provides that the 
Legislature may confer certain powers now exercised by county

reason for this proposed amendment, it is said, is not sufficiently 
explained, and it is likely to meet with considerable opposition if not 
with defeat. 

The fourth amendment relates to the constitutional debt limit 
of cities. It is intended principally to permit the city of New York 
to exclude from the debt-limit calculation “bonds issued for the 
acquisition or construction of properties to be*used for rapid transit 
or dock purposes.” In a way, it is intended to transform what is 
usually regarded as a debt into an asset. There are many good 
reasons advanced in favor of its passage, and as many in favor of 
its defeat. New York city at present has a borrowing power of 
$100,000,000, and the conservative element is inclined to regard 
this as sufficient for all legitimate purposes. 

In addition to these, the state will vote tomorrow on the 
referendum provision sanctioning the issue of $7,000,000 of state 
bonds for the Seneca and Cayuga canal improvement, and it will 
undoubtedly meet with popular assent. 

These questions may be to a large degree lost sight of by the 
metropolis in the heat of the city campaign, but they are being well 
considered by the people of the state at large.

— | AT THE present time there are approximately 
4,600,000 telephones in the United States. 
As an example of the rate at which the use 
of the telephone is increasing, one striking 
instance may be given. That part of the 
Bell telephone system operated in Pennsyl- 
vania, we are told, has between Jan. 1 and 
Oct. 1, 1909, increased the total number of 
its stations by 20,874. This makes 337,151 
telephone stations in that territory alone. It 
is only fair to assume that this ratio of increase obtains in practically 
all parts of the country. ‘The number of Bell telephones in use, 
however, does not adequately measure the extent of the service. 
There are numerous and great independent telephone companies, and

there are still more numerous local and district circuits controlled by 
cooperative associations. The peach orchards of Georgia and the 
orange groves ot [lorida are connected by telephone. Telephone 
circtits bring the cotton planters of the South into close communica- 
tion. The western farmhouse is not complete without its local and 
long distance telephones in these days. Whereas a few years ago 
only those of more than ordinary means had telephone instruments in 
their homes, now people of moderate circumstances find them a great 
convemence and often means of economy, and would not be without 
them. 

That several of the great railway systems are installing telephone 
train despatching service gives prestige to this method of communica- 
tion. Lhe rapidly improving character of its long distance service, 
also, raises it 1n the tavor of the business and industrial world. 

By tar the best thing that can be said concerning the telephone 
at this time, however, 1s that people in general are learning how to 
usé it. They are getting over the notion that because a telephone is 
handy they must use it constantly to bother other people with small 
Matters. Much better judgment is being displaved, also, in the

or strangers at the end of a telephone wire longer than is really 
necessary. 

And these latter considerations are undoubtedly contributing 
greatly to the popularity of the telephone and to the increase of 
subseribers.

Superintendent Young of the Chicago public schools has just 
handed ina special report on overcrowding from this it appears 
that for 18,000 children no proper accommodation has been provided, 
despite the erection of a dozen new buildings. 

Other cities have this vear adopted to some extent the system in 
large part discarded by New York, and in many communities hun- 
dreds of children receive only a half day's schooling each day. 

In Chicago the new. buildings, and many of the older ones as 
well, are provided with assembly) halls and gymnasiums, essentials 
in a well-regulated system of education. Mrs. Young's report on 
the crowded condition of the school rooms may, lead to the employ- 
ment of these halls as school rooms. This will be a regrettable 
change, of course, but the 18,000 children unprovided forgin any 
other Way are-deserving of first consideration, é 

It is costing every American city an immense sum annually to 
provide educational facilities for its children, and in some instances 
the additions in constant demand are becoming a very heavy burden 
upon the taxpayer. In the preater cities particularly the cost of new 
buildings annually has grown to be a tremendous item of expense. 
Still, itis illustrative of the disposition of the American people toward 
education that when they complain at all it is not of the Increasing 
demands upon them as taxpayers, but of the failure of the school 
boards to keep up with the requirements ot the pupils. 

The work of providing accommodation for the children of 
the cities must be entered upon more extensively in the future if 
the overcrowding and part-time evils are to be eliminated.

to Syria railroad. All three have been brought 
Great Britain’s Arabian policy, which seems 
railroad connecting the Red sea with the Persian gult 
an issue.

Arabia against the Wahabis. It is said that the deed has long been 
missing from the khedivial archives. In view of the eminent 
strategic value of the island, long coveted by a European power, its 
transfer from Ottoman power must have a bearing on the entire near

reform, even where it seems like a losing one, and’stand by it through 


thick and thin. It will become a winning cause the moment those: 


citizens who are timid or careless or indifferent today become 
courageous, alert and aggressive. 

There is nothing in the present aspect of local government in 
this country, bad as it is, that should trighten honest people; there 
is everything in it to awaken them to a true sense of the requirements 
and responsibilities of citizenship. 

One of'the foremost of these requirements and most imperative 
of these responsibilities demands that when the call to civie duty 
comes to the citizen he should respond to it regardless of every selfish 
and personal consideration. Patriotism may not end, but if it is 
of the genuine quality it should begin, at home, in one’s town, in 
one’s city; and a fitting way for it to begin just now is at the polls.
